Gasoline Tax of 
State Shows Gain 
Over Last Year

R. E. Collins, Chairman of the 
State Board of Equalization, dis­ 
closed today.gasoline tax assess­ 
ments of California oil com­ 
panies for February, 1946, are 
$134,694 more than they were 
for the corresponding month a 
year ago, a gain of 3.57 percent. 
The February roll of tax assess­ 
ments just completed based on 
distribution of 130,224,164 gal­ 
lons, amounting to $3,906,725, is 
a loss of 9.18 percent over Jan­ 
uary, 1945, when assessments 
were levie'd on 143,395,984 gal­ 
lons. This Is partially reflected 
by February being the "short" 
month.

California use fuel taxes as­ 
sessed against • Diesel-operated 
trucks and buses yielded during 
February $123,241, a gain of 14 
percent over the same month a 
year ago, Diesel-propelled ve­ 
hicles in operation as of March 
1, 1945, totaled 5,713 as against 
4,683 a year ago, indicating a 
sizable gain in the use of this 
type vehicle.

Food Sanitation 
Is Subject of 
Dr. Swartout

Sanitation has done more than 

anything else to lessen cases of 
and deaths from typhoid fever 
and other diseases which arc 
spread by contaminated food 
and drink. Inspectors from the 
health department can point the 
way toward true sanitation, but 
to accomplish it every citizen 
must play a part as well.

Food can be selected at mar­ 
kets which observe the funda­ 
mentals of cleanliness. If insan­ 
itary conditions are seen, the 
shopper can and should report 
such to the manager or to the 
local health department.

When the groceries are _... 
ried from the market, the indi­ 
vidual is on his own. Sanitary 
precautions observed in produc­ 
tion and marketing arc mocker 
Ics unless carried to their con­ 
clusion in the home.

It is essential that the hands 
and clothing oT the person work­ 
ing with food be clean. Cracked 
or chipped dishes and utensils 
afford good harborage for dirt 
and germs. Correct food sanita­ 
tion implies that doors and win­ 
dows are screened, and that 
stoves, walls, and ceilings are 
free from dust, dirt, soot, and 
cobwebs.

Cooked foods should be served 
soon after preparation or else 
placed-Immediately in a refrig­ 
erator efficient enough to main 
tain a temperature below 50 de 
grees. Correct dishwashing in­ 
cludes a rinse in water as near 
to boiling temperature as possl 
ble but never below 170 degrees.

Before you say, "Who doesn't 
know all this?" it is well to re 
member that people who know 
these things far outnumber 
those who put them into prac­ 
tice. .

Total Income 
Of Civilians 
Doubles 1939

.The total income of all civilian 
residents in Los Angeles County 
during 1944 was more than 
twice as lar^e as in 1939. ac 
cording to a research report re 
leased here today by the South­ 
ern California office of the Cali­ 
fornia State Chamber of Com­ 
merce.

The report, which was pro 
pared by the State Chamber's 
research department, estimates 
that individual income in Los 
Angeles County in 19-14 totaled 
$5,114,579,000, compared with 
$2,037.384,000 in 1939. This is i 
gain of $3,077,195,000. Totals foi 
1942 and 1943 respectively, were 
$3,684,023,000, and $4,012,088,000.

After the collection of income 
and social security taxes, there 
was left for disposal by Los 
Angeles County civilians $4,582,- 
151,000 in 1944, compared with 
$1,999,896,000 in 1939, the report 
estimates. Total disposable indi­ 
vidual incomes in the county 
are placed by the report at $2,- 
238,469,000 in 1940, $2,820,200,000 
in 1941, $3,524,342,000 in 1942, 
,nd $4.131,952,000 in 1943.

The difference between' total 
incomes and total disposable in­ 
comes in Los Angeles County 
set forth In the report was 
$532,428,000 in 1944 compared 
with $37,488,000 in 1930. This re­ 
flects the higher income tax col­ 
lections by which Los Angeles 
County civilians are helping to 
support the war effort.

State totals of individual in­ 
comes were $12,021.000,000 in 
1944 and $5,013,000,000 in 1939. 
State totals of disposable In­ 
comes were $11,217,564.000 In 
19-14 and $4,920,761,000 in 1939.

Sponsored by 
the F. F. A. chapters of Fuller- 
ton and Anaheim schools the 
contest, which will mark the 
resumption of these events on a 
larger scale than has been pos­ 
sible in the past due to war re­ 
strictions, will precede the open- 
Ing of the second annual Roads 
to Romance Roundup to open 
on the ranch Immediately upon 
the close of this feature.

According to Herbert A. Stitt
